Alaska Supreme Court Affirms TAPS Owners Overcharged Shippers 



February 15, 2008, Juneau, Alaska - The Alaska Supreme Court today affirmed the Regulatory 
Commission of Alaska's 2002 decision that the Trans-Alaska Pipeline System carriers 
charged shippers on the pipeline from 1997 to 2000 rates that were at least 57 percent 
more than their actual and reasonable costs. 



The supreme Court, noting that the owner's arguments were generally the same as those 
presented to the Superior Court, adopted the Superior Court's opinion as its own. 



This case was originally filed in 1997, when Tesoro and Williams protested the rates 
charged by the TAPS carriers for shipping within Alaska. The RCA has jurisdiction over the 
rates charged for oil taken off the pipeline in Alaska, which is generally less than 5 
percent of the barrels shipped. After a lengthy proceeding, the RCA issued a decision on 
November 27, 2002, ruling that refunds should be made because pipeline owners 
significantly overcharged in-state shippers. The decision released today is the result of 
the owners' appeal of that decision to Superior Court, where it was affirmed, and then to 
the state Supreme Court. 



The shippers have filed parallel cases at the Federal Energy Regulatory Commission 
protesting interstate rates. An administrative law judge issued a decision in May 2007 
that is consistent with the RCA's decision that is under consideration by FERC. The 
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ruling by FERC will affect state royalty revenues, which are calculated by deducting 
shipping costs. 



"This decision is momentous for the State of Alaska," said DNR Commissioner Tom Irwin. 
"Our Supreme Court has agreed that the owners of the Trans-Alaska Pipeline are required to 
charge fair rates based on their costs, and will be held accountable for refunds when they 
have overcharged their shippers. This decision supports our efforts to make sure that the 
rates charged for shipment through a future gas pipeline are just and reasonable."

FY 2009 BUDGET 

On February 4, President Bush released his Fiscal Year 2009 budget request, including $59.2 billion 
in discretionary funding for the U.S. Department of Education. The request is the same as last 
year's appropriation. However, within that total, the agency would receive sizable increases in 
priority areas -- strengthening the No Child Left Behind Ad, challenging high school students with 
rigorous cpuisework, and making college more affordable - by reducing funding in other areas, 
eliminating 47 programs totaling $3.3 billion, and eliminating 759 earmarks totaling $328 million. 
Among the highlights: 

No Child Left Behind 

• a $406 million increase in Title I grants to states, to $14.3 billion (up 63% since 2001), to 
increase high schools' share of Title I allocations; 

• a $607 million increase for Reading First, to $1 billion, to restore the funding required to 
implement this effective program; 

• $491 million for School Improvement Grants, to support strong leadership in helping turning 
around low-performing schools and school districts; 

• $409 million for Assessment Grants, including high school assessments aligned with college 
and work-ready standards; and 

• $200 million for the Teacher Incentive Fund, to help develop modern compensation systems. 



Other K-12 Education 
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• a $337 million increase in special education grants to states, to $11.3 billion, sustaining the federal 
contribution at 17%; 

• $2.8 billion for Improving Teacher Quality state grants; 

• $730 million for English language acquisition; 

• $1-1 billion for new choice proposals: $300 million for Pell Grants for Kids, to supply scholarships 
for low-income students enrolled in restructuring schools or high school "dropout factories" to 
transfer to out-of-district public schools or local private schools, and 5800 million for a revised 21st 
Century Learning Opportunities program, to transform that low-performing initiative into a 
scholarship program enabling poor students in struggling schools to enroll in high-quality afterschool 
programs; and 

• $175 million for Academic Competitiveness Initiative proposals: $95 million for elementary and 
middle school components of Math Now, which would employ research-based instruction in math 
(based, in part, on the findings of the National Math Panel), $70 million for Advanced 
Placement/International Baccalaureate expansion, and $10 million to create an Adjunct Teacher 
Corps, which would encourage experienced professionals to teach high school courses. 

Student Financial Aid 

• $18.9 billion in combined discretionary and mandatory funding for Pell Grants (up 1 16% since 2001), 
to raise the maximum Pel] Grant award to $4,800 (up 28% since 2001) and reach 5.8 million students 
(up 33% since 2001).

AP REPORT 

According to the College Board's fourth annual "Advanced Placement Report to the Nation," 1 5.2% of the 
graduating class of 2007 achieved mastery (at least a 3 on a 5-point scale) on one or more AP exams — up 
from 11.7% for the 2002 class and 14.7% for the 2006 class. Moreover, six states now have more than 20% 
of their students graduate from high school having earned an AP exam grade of 3 or higher. Nevertheless, 
traditionally under-represented students still demonstrate much lower performance on AP exams. Indeed, 
although some states have successfully closed the gap for Hispanic students, no state with significant 
numbers of African- American or American Indian students has closed the gap. The report also spotlights 
states' efforts to implement programs that support academic achievement for all students.

Here is a summary on the town hall meetings. As you are aware, we have scheduled 16 AG I A 
town hall meetings throughout Alaska (I've attached the meeting schedule and team 
assignments). The meetings are not a formal public comment forum, but will contain a 
question and answer session and we are providing addressed, postage-paid comment forms for 
the public to fill out and mail in their formal comments. 



The first meeting is tonight in Palmer, followed by the Anchorage meeting tomorrow night. 



The meetings will be facilitated by a gasline team member. Their role is two-fold: 

1) Introduce the meetings and guidelines - no public testimony will be taken, but comment 
forms are available; and we cannot discuss the merits of the evaluation; and 

2) Field questions from the audience for the team members at the end of the presentation. 
Because we are still in the evaluation process, we cannot answer questions that go to the 
merits of the evaluation and we are not promoting TransCanada ' s application. Rather we are 
informing the public of where we are in the process and encouraging them to comment on the 
complete application. The facilitator will direct questions that go to the merits of the 
application to submit their comment on the pre-paid comment forms provided. 



The formal presentations will be given by Tom, Pat or myself, and will provide an overview 



1) Why AGIA is important - a review of why SGDA failed, core principles of AG I A (jobs and 
gas for Alaskans, open access pipeline, etc.) and Conoco's alternative to AGIA;

I completely agree. However, one of the complexities of this issue is that there is no 
clear consensus on what is meant by an "All-Alaska project." Here are some of the options 
envisioned by various parties: 

1) An LNG project from Prudhoe to valdez, building a new LNG facility, at various sizes,- 

2) A Y-line project from Prudhoe to Delta Jet, with a smaller line into Valdez for LNG 
export ; 

3) An LNG project from Prudhoe to Cook Inlet, building a new LNG facility (not using the 
existing, small, old LNG facility 

owned by Conoco & Marathon) ; 

4) An LNG "dry gas" project from the Foothills to Cook Inlet, building a new LNG facility; 
& 

5) A very small Bullet Line (less than one-half bef/d) intended to provide gas for in- 
state users (for example, utilities & Agrium) with a small amount exported through the 
existing LNG facility. 

It is important to note that AG I A specifically allows us to pursue a project much like 
what is described in #5, even if AGIA results in a license issued to a project into 
Alberta . 

Also, once we have completed the AGIA evaluation we will know much more about the 
economics of certain LNG project options, since we have now included both TC's project and 
multiple LNG project scenarios (all into Valdez, none into the Cook Inlet, because we 
received no AGIA applications for an LNG project into Ck Inlet and therefore no data) . 

Once your new Energy Coordinator is on board, we should talk about how a small All-Alaska 
project fits, or conflicts (depending upon the project details) , with the AGIA process and 
an AGIA License.

Joe is the person speaking to TC on Chis issue and he is tied up with a big Shell forum 
this morning, as a speaker, so may not be monitoring his phone nor blackberry. Neither 
Tom, Pat nor I, have heard any information about whether TC is willing to share their 
SGDA' negotiation materials. Plus, we haven't yet seen Wesley Loy's report on TC's SGDA 
materials. We've been tied-up with two major activities: 1) getting the final wrap on 
preparations for the teams departure for the AGIA' Town Hall Mtgs around the state; and 2) 
briefings from our technical teams on initial information emerging from the AGIA' NPV and 
"likelihood of success" evaluations. 

Regarding the first Town Hall meeting in Palmer, it went extremely from our perspective. 
It was well attended (around 75 people attended), and the majority of the attendees were 
very supportive of you, and of AGIA, and they made that very clear. We had an excellent 
and lengthy question and answer period, and during that exchange the attendees seemed to 
strongly favor an all-Alaska line. They also repeatedly clapped as a means of thanking 
you for standing up for the state, and for creating the AGIA process. We encouraged the 
public to make their comments and preferences part of the record by submitting them online 
or in writing. We were all very pleased.

Dear Governor Palin and Mr. Tibbies, 

This afternoon Sen. Olson asked to meet with me about the VPSO program. He had the budget numbers for 
the proposed recommendations of the task force. It is a set of four yearly increases to accomplish the 
improvements to the existing program. It is my understanding that he is set to meet with Mr. Tibbies today at 5:00 
PM. 

I told him I think the recommendations are good because: 

1) It is not a new program. 

2) It is improving an existing program. 

3) It is an expression of partnership with Native regional corporations. 

4) It is an expression of genuine interest with resource commitment to a real rural problem. 

5) It addresses pay/retention issues. 

6) It addresses morale and trauma issues. 

7) It provides some help for local housing. 

8) It would add fifteen new officers for each of the next four years for a total of 60 new VPSO's in 60 
villages which currently have no real public safety personnel present. 

9) State public safety and law enforcement as demonstrated in Emmonak and Aniak is lacking and not 
respected in rural Alaska. There needs to be a demonstration that we take the problem seriously and want to 
address it with a State uniform system. 



The alternative: 



1) Further estrangement of rural Alaska from the State of Alaska. 

2) More support for "tribal" or "village" solutions to all issues and isolation from the State. The State is 
already losing respect and authority in Native regions. 

3) No real public safety in small villages where a bad person can go on a deadly rampage for hours if not 
days before troopers arrive. 

4) No way to nip minor juvenile crime in the bud before It festers into something worse. A local State 
supervised VPSO can teach children right from wrong at the first offense when they are impressionable 
and avoid the chain reaction of unsupervised children turning into delinquents and then into hard core 
criminals. 



With all of that said, the proposal is increase the VPSO budget from 5.865 million to 7.344 million this year 
(1 ,479,000 increase) and continue to increase each of the subsequent three years to 1 1 ,137,200 in 2012. 

I have told Sen. Olson that your office is concerned about t he ov erall budget and I cannot speak out for an 
increase without your approva l.
